Selectmen’s Statement. 


During the past year two new streets have been laid out in New- 
port Village, one from Laurel street to the cemetery, which has not 
been built, and one extending Cheney street north, which has been 
partly built. 

By vote of the town, at the last annual meeting, the matter of 
repairing the engine house was left to the selectmen. The work has 
been done in a thorough raanner. Laying the foundation walls be- 
low the reach of frost, putting in a concrete floor, sheathing the 
engine room and building an addition to the north end, the cost of 
which is shown in the financial report. By vote of the town at the 
biennial meeting, Noy. 6, the Selectmen were instructed to buy 1000 
feet of hose for the fire department. Hose, warranted to stand the 
pressure of our water system, was bought at 60 cents per foot, of 
Henry K. Barnes of Boston, Mass. The fire apparatus has all been 
repaired, painted and put in first-class shape for business. 

Early in the spring large numbers of tramps passing through the 
town, calling for meals and lodging, involved so large an expense to 
the town, it was thought advisable to build a tramp house, which 
was done as cheaply as possible, on land of Wm. T. Milliken. This 
building, when not needed for tramps, may be used for storing tools 
belonging to the town.

To the Selectmen of Newport: 

In making the second annual report I wish to say that it has 
been my object to widen the roads and remove stones and bushes 
from the ditches, in order to give clear channels for the water. Quite 
an expensive job has been done grading Main street from the post- 
office to George Wilmarth’s, and Elm street, from G. B. Lear’s to R. 
Huntoon’s; also, on the highways from Charles Emerson’s to Goshen 
line, from W. K. Hurd’s to Sunapee line, from Kelleyville to Clare- 
mont line and from Northville to Cornish line. 

Fourteen bridges have been new planked ; 27 stone culverts have 
been re-laid, and 662 feet of tile laid for culverts and sewers. Owing 
to the laying of the water pipes, the streets of the village have, of 
necessity, been ina bad condition, and will need considerable labor 
the coming spring.

Board of Health Report. 


In making our report we wish first to correct a report that 
seems to have been extensively circulated, of many cases of typhoid 
fever in town within the year. The total number of cases reported 
in town during the year was nine (9). Of these, four (4) were at the 
west part of the town, and only five (5) in the village. 

‘In compliance with the regulations of the State Board ot Health, 
and to prevent the spread of contagious diseases, we have placed 
placards upon houses where the sick with those diseases were, with 
instructions and warning to all who might observe and be benefitted 
by them. In some cases we have met with opposition, which we 
believe to have been caused by misunderstanding the purpose, 
necessity and authority of the work. The State Board of Health is 
the highest medical and legal authority of the State in such matters, 
and it is the duty of local Health Officers to obey the instructions and 
enforce the regulations of the State Officers. The result is known by 
the diminution of those diseases thus confined and restrained. 

We congratulate the town on the improved sanitary condition of 
the village made possible by the introduction of an abundant supply 
of pure water. The water in many of the village wells is unfit for 
cooking and drinking purposes. Water that is unclean to the eye or 
offensive to smell is easily detected and judged impure, but water 
that is clear to the eye and that smells sweet may contain deadly 
poison. Water in wells that are near dwellings is in danger of be- 
coming impure, and the use of such is at the peril of the consumer. 
Very few of such wells are used twenty years without the water be- 
coming more or less impure. The low rate at which the town water 
is supplied, places it in the reach of everyone, and leaves no excuse 
for the use of water that is impure or of doubtful character. 

As in former years we have found impure water, foul sink drains 
and neglected privies, the most fertile sources of disease, dangerous 
to the farmer and more dangerous in the village. We ear nestly urge 
upon the attention of the town and village the need of sewers. Now 
that we have a water supply we can, if we will, use it to carry away 
offensive and unhealthy accumulations from our drains and closets. 
Dry earth or dust closets may be all right when kept in good condi- 
tion, but they require constant attention and faithful care. For con- 
venience the water-closet is coming more into use each year wher- 
ever it is practicable to reach a sewer. 

Another prolific source of disease exists in the piles of decaying 
vegetable matter that sometimes are allowed to accumulate during 
the warm season. All vegetable wastes should be buried or burned, 
but never allowed to accumulate near dwellings or places of business, 
or by the road side. 

We thank those who have seconded our efforts to improve the 
sanitary condition of our town, and invite the hearty co-operation of 
everyone in support of our successors.

School Board’s Report. 


FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING MARCH 15, 1895. 


In presenting our annual report we take pleasure in saying that, 
considered as a whole, our schools during the past year have been both 
successful and profitable. We fail to note an instance where the 
teacher’s work has not been faithfully and conscientiously done. It 
has been the aim of the School Board, as far as possible, to provide 
teachers who were competent to carry out improved methods. The 
old-time way of conducting the recitation has had its day. We have 
no place in our schools for the teacher who stands before her class, 
text book in hand, and asks and receives, in a parrot-like fashion, the 
questions and answers there given. Those who intend to follow 
teaching as a business should spare no time or reasonable expense in 
preparation ; and, teachers, if you want fo be more successful the 
coming year, spend two weeks of your long vacation at some sum- 
mer school. We believe, in many cases where a teacher is unsuccess- 
ful, it is from lack of discipline. During the past year the attention . 
of the School Board has been called to a few cases of discipline, which 
were, we believe, promptly and satisfactorily adjusted. 

In connection with this matter of discipline the board desires to 
present a few ideas to parents. When a child is sent to school, either 
by parents or guardian, the authority to govern the child goes with 
him, and the teacher has the same authority to correct him for wrong 
doing that the parent would haye over him at home. The School 
Board hold the teachers responsible for the order in the schools and 
will sustain them in all cases where they correct the scholars in a 
reasonable manner, and we expect parents to do the same. Too 
many times the parents conceptions are based simply upon the re- 
ports of scholars. If you have reasons to think the teacher is wrong, 
do not tell your child so. Have a talk with the teacher, and the 
chances are more than eyen that the trouble will be satisfactorily set- 
tled. Parents and teachers should work together !

If there is one thing that should be encouraged, it is that pupils 
should attend school regularly. In no other way can the best results 
be obtained. There are many absent and dismissal marks on our 
registers, for which we fear no good reason could be given. The pre- 
vailing epidemic and measles have seriously interfered with the at- 
tendance of our winter term. 

It has been the intention of the Board to hold, at least, one 
teachers’ meeting during each term. Owing to the fact that two in- 
stitutes were held during the fall term, it was thought best to 
omit the teachers’ meeting. At the institute at Meriden all the 
teachers, with the exception of two and one member of the Board. 
were present. Several teachers from the higher grades attended the 
one held at Concord. During the winter term a very successful meet- 
ing was held in the high school room. Every teacher was present. 
There was an unusual amount of interest munifiested. Interesting 
papers, practical talks, interspersed with class exercises, made up the 
program. A teacher cannot fail to come from these meetings better 
equipped for his or her work. It is hoped that all teachers will 
avail themselves of the privilege of a visiting day, which is given 
each term. We feel that the outside schools, particularly, are greatly 
benefitted by coming in contact with the methods employed in our 
village schools. Weare trying, as far as practical, to make our out- 
side schools conform more nearly to the curriculum used in our vil- 
lage schools. We hope in this way to decrease the number of classes 
and to have the pupils better fitted when they enter our grammar or 
high school. Wherever it has been possible the same teachers have 
been retained. We believe there is nothing so injurious to a school 
as a frequent change of teachers. Our mixed'schools suffer in this 
respect, as the salaries paid are not sufficient to retain experienced 
teachers. 

We are on our second year with the special work in music, under 
the direction of Miss Jackson. The teachers have taken hold of the 
work with a great deal of enthusiasm, and the results have far ex- 
ceeded our anticipation. All the schools are making marked im- 
provement in the science, as well as the art of music. We feel that 
it is time something should be done in regard to drawing, and hore 
that at least a small beginning may be made the coming year. 

Washington’s birthday was almost universally observed throughout 
our schools. In the central building the grammar and intermediate 
schools united, and gave a pleasing exercise. Quite a number of 
parents were present. We wisha larger number would avail them- 
selves of these occasions. It would be a great stimulus both to 
teachers and pupils. The high school observed the occasion by giv- 
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ing a unique entertainment in the opera house. It consisted of a 
drama in four acts, written by members of the school and presented 
by the same. The composition of the piece reflected in a creditable 
manner upon the instruction in that line. 

The usual number of 36 weeks has been maintained in the high, 
grammar and intermediate schools. A change was made in the divi- 
sion of the term, so that the winter vacation should come during the 
holidays. Few changes have been made in the teachers of our vil- 
lage schools. 


. We were sorry at the close of the spring term to lose the services 
of Miss Edith Mooney, who had carried on successfully the work of 
assistant in the high and grammar schools. Her place has been satis 
factorily filled by Miss Claora Gunnison. The high school is the larg- 
est it has been for several years. 

The resignation of Miss Sargent, whose year’s work in the gram- 
mar school had given such universal satisfaction, forced a change 
there. We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Harris of 
Vermont. Here we would call particular attention to the work in 
physical culture. Weneversaw better work done by any pupils. A 
marked improvement is seen in the postures and carriage of the pupils. 
We are sorry to note that several have dropped out of this grade for the 
purpose of going to work. Parents, a good education is the best legacy 
you can leave to your children. Do not let them be deprived of, at 
least, a high school education. 

We were glad to retain the services of Miss Dole in the intermedi- 
ate. At the beginning of the fall term there were over sixty pupils, 
more than could possibly be accommodated. While a room was be- 
ing procured, the school was kept along by having the B class in the 
morning and the A’s in the afternoon. The Board found that it was 
no easy matter to find a suitable room. . 

We took a lease of the Armory building running one year from 
September ist, 94, at a rental of $96 per annum, with the privilege, 
on our part, of renewing the lease, should we so desire. Should the 
number of pupils in this grade remain about the same as at present, — 
it will be necessary to continue this school either in this building or 
elsewhere. The arrangement and location of this room is very un- 
satisfactory. There are no grounds available for the pupils when out 
of the school room. The construction of the building makes it al- 
most impossible to keep the room at an even temperature. We are 
inclined to believe that the illness of the teacher and many of the 
pupils during the winter term is attributable to the cold floor. This was 
the only room that your Board could find at the time when it be- 
came necessary to divide the intermediate school, and we hope and 
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recommend that some more suitable place will be provided by the 
district for the coming year. 

Miss Alma Kibbey was transferred from the Gould school and 
placed in charge. She was obliged, on account of illness, to resign 
at the middle of the term. We were fortunate in securing Miss 
Nellie Whittier to finish the term. 

Our primaries have continued, as usual, with thirty-three weeks. 
In our opinion they should have thirty-six. We have three as good 
teachers as can be found anywhere, and as good results are obtained 
as could be expected with the present grading. Think, parents, 
what we might have if those three schools were under one roof! 
Three rooms—the same as now—three teachers, but instead of three 
grades in each room, one grade in each. Let every parent rise up and 
demand the change. 


Thirty-three weeks have been maintained in each of the outside 
schools, with the exception of the Gould and Chandler division. 
Owing to the small number of pupils in the latter, it was thought 
advisable to omit the winter tearm. Thespring and fall terms, taught 
by Miss Flora Magown, gave good satisfaction. At the beginning 
of the winter term Miss Magown was transferred to Guild to take 
the place of Miss Jameson, who desired a leave of absence of two 
terms. This school has gone along smoothly. Wedo not recalla 
complaint of any kind. Weshall hope to see Miss Jameson back in 
the fall. A change of teachers was made in the Kelleyville school at 
beginning of the spring term. At the urgent request of the Board 
Miss Underwood, who had given universal satisfaction, consented to 
take charge of the Northville school. Miss Eva Magown was trans- 
ferred from the Reed Division to fill her place, and we believe has 
labored faithfully with the pupils. Under the direction of Miss Un- 
derwood the Northville school has moved along without any friction. 
The school has been large, numbering over fifty. By systematizing 
and decreasing the number of classes, much more satisfactory results 
have been obtained than otherwise could have been possible. Some 
very successful entertainments have been given by the pupils. Quite 
a sum has been realized, which is to be used to start a school library. 
The vacancy in the Reed Division has been successfully filled by Mr. 
Joseph Cutts. We feel that the East Mountain school will never be 
fully satisfactory until there is more harmony between parents and 
teacher. The spring and fall terms were taught by Miss Josie 
Bartlett ; the winter term by Miss Maude Frost. There has been no 
change in the Carr Division. The Gould school has been unfortu- 
nate in having a change of teachers each term. We were unable to 
retain Miss Endicott, who taught the spring term, Miss Kibbey 
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commenced the fall term, and carried on successfully the work until 
she took charge of the first intermediate. Her place was well filled 
by Miss Gertrude Tubbs. Nine weeks of the winter term was taught 
by Miss Grace Lowell, when she was obliged to close on account of 
illness. The traveling was so bad that it was thought best to dis- 
continue the school and have alonger spring term. 

We would again call attention to the great benefit that would be 
derived by having the supervision of the schools under a superintend- 
ent. The schools need more attention than can be possible under the 
present arrangement. 

We have spent during the year past in repairing buildings, aside 
from furniture and seats, a little upward of $530. This amount was 
largely expended on:the central and Eist Mountain buildings. Noth- 
ing has been spent on other buildings, aside from ordinary incidentals. 
The central building was shingled and painted, and the high school 
room sheathed overhead, and putin as good shape as was possible 
without a large outlay. Itis now a very pleasant and commodious 
room, aS compared with the two lower rooms in the same building. 
The East Mountain house was thoroughly overhauled inside and 
out, painted, papered, new windows, new floors and new seats. In 
addition to the new seats on East Mountain, the increased numbers 
in the high school required extra seats there, and the fitting up of the 
Armory building, to which reference has previously been made, re- 
quired an additional number of seats, although as many as praciica- 
ble were taken from the intermediate room. We have expended in 
all for new seats and furniture the past year $145.20. 

We would recommend that during the coming year the house in 
the Chandler Division be overhauled, painted outside and in, new 
seats and such other repairs and improvements made as will put it in 
good condition. This is the only building now in town in use for 
school purposes which has the old-fashioned wooden benches. The 
house at Guild should also be painted outside and inside. We shall 
endeavor to have these items covered in the estimate for repairs dur- 
ing the coming year. 

We assume that no comments are necessary from us in this re- 
port as to the accommodations afforded by-the central building for 
the grammar and intermediate grades and the three primaries, we 
having in the two preceeding annual reports endeavored to make our- 
selves understood in this connection.
